Alumni  Casualties 
in  Vietnam  War

Three  former  BYU  students 
have  been  killed  thus  far  in  Viet- 
nam, and  one  is  missing  in  action, 
according  to  Dr.  T.  Earl  Pardoe, 
BYU  professor  emeritus  and 
alumni  biographer. 

Captain  Paul  Albert  Meiners 
(class  of  ‘55),  age  38,  from  Phoe- 
nix, Ariz.  was  shot  down  on 
March  2,  1986,  while  flying  a light 
spotter  plane,  having  served  in 
Vietnam  less  than  three  months. 
He  was  the  father  of  three  child- 
ren, who  survive  him  with  his 
wife  Evelyn  Horrocks  Meiners. 
He  had  served  a mission  in  Ger- 
many, where  he  had  also  been 
stationed  with  the  Air  Forces 
ENGINE  FAILURE 
A Tooele  resident,  Major  Rey 
Lamar  Duffin  (class  of  ‘59),  age 
36,  was  killed  in  a jet  crash  over 
Thailand  Nov.  17,  1937.  He  had 
just  taken  off  from  the  Takhli 
Air  Base  on  a combat  m’ssion 
when  one  engine  in  his  jet  failed. 
Major  Duffin  was  the  husband  of 
Nancy  Rimington  and  the  father 
of  five  children.  He  had  filled  a 
mission  to  the  Netherlands,  was  a 
member  of  BYU’s  Blue  Key,  gra- 
duated in  political  science  at 
BYU,  and  received  his  M.S  from 
ASU  in  1985. 

MISSING  IN  ACTION 
Floyd  Wayne  Strange  (a  BYU 
freshman  1954-65).  age  21,  from 
Chico,  Calif.,  has  been  missing  in 
action  since  February.  He  is  mar- 
ried to  the  former  Anita  Woolley. 

Killed  23  days  ago  was  1st  Lieu- 
tenant Dennis  Duane  King  (at- 
tended BYU  1964-65),  age  22, 
from  Green  River,  Wyo. 

Dr.  Pardoe  said  that  it  is  plan- 
ned to  soon  assign  a place  in  the 
Wilkinson  Center  Memorial  Hall 
to  honor  BYU's  Vietnam  heroes.

Late  Thursday  night  Britain  an- 
nounced the  London  gold  markets, 
British  banks  and  the  stock  ex- 
change would  be  closed  Friday  in 
an  attempt  to  stop  the  panic  of 
gold  buying  that  threatens  the  dol- 
lar and  the  pound.

A panic  stampede  to  buy  gold— 
probably  the  most  frenzied  in  his- 
tory-swept the  world’s  main 
money  centers  from  London  to 
Hong  Kong  Thursday  in  an  all- 
out  onslaught  against  the  dollar. 


The  buying  was  so  hectic  that 
dealers  in  London  and  several  other 
centers  closed  their  doors  in  an 
effort  to  stem  the  rush  of  orders 
and  catch  up  with  the  mounting 
paperwork. 

Virtually  every  section  of  the 
New  York  Stock  Exchange  was  hit 
by  the  decline,  with  the  high  priced 
stocks  showing  the  steepest  drops. 

IBM  DOWN  17'/2 

IBM  led  the  electronics  into  the 
minus  column,  dropping  17V^  to 
573.  Volume  was  the  heaviest  in 
a month,  soaring  to  11,640,000 
shares  from  the  8,990,000  shares 
traded  in  the  previous  session. 

In  view  of  the  situation  the  Fed- 
eral Reserve  Board  raised  its  in- 
terest rates  to  the  highest  level 
in  40  years  to  ease  inflationary 
pressures  at  home  and  to  aid  the 
beseiged  U.S.  dollar  abroad.
